Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: an isolated host cell 
comprising a nucleic acid sequence encoding a variant of a wild type coat protein of a 
bacteriophage wherein said variant comprises a cysteine residue at the C- or N-terminus of a 
wild type coat protein and one or more nucleic acid sequences encoding polypeptides comprising 
a cysteine residue wherein the cysteine residues facilitate disulfide bound formation for surface 
expression of said polypeptide via a disulfide bond formed with the variant bacteriophage coat 
protein (i.e. surface expression is not due to fusion protein between bacteriophage coat protein 
and polypeptide).
